paign,” and included all the schools 
of the Presbyterian Synod, U. S. 
Then again for a time it was the 
“Westminster Campaign,” only to be 
interrupted and become merged into 
the “Park-Westminster-Missouri Uni- 
versity Student Pastor Campaign.” 
Finally it took shape for the third 
time as the “Westminster Campaign.” 
The stopping and starting, the shift- 
ing and changing were enough to 
kill any ordinary undertaking. To 
add to the difficulty of the work, the 
stringent times came on and con- 
tinued, but notwithstanding all,.the 
full amount necessary to meet the 
conditions of the New York Boards 
was subscribed within the time limit, 
October 31, 1923. 

Soon after the close of the cam- 
paign notice was sent to the sub- 
scribers that $500,000 had been sub- 
scribed and that the Board of Trus- 
tees wished to express their most 
sincere appreciation of the hearty 
support given to the undertaking.

The subscribers are paying well— 
some pafiWhipart did S6W@ Paying 
all of their subscriptions.

money comes in the sooner we will be 
able to cash. up with the New York 
Boards. They pay pro rata as the 
other subscriptions are paid. Some 
of this money goes into endowment. 
It is most desirable to get this out at 
interest, producing additional income 
for the college, for our income from 
present endowment and _ tuitions is 
not sufficient to meet the expense of 
maintaining the college. A part of 
the money pledged is for the erection 
of the Gymnasium. It is all-important 
that this money should be paid at the 
earliest possible moment. The Board 
will not proceed with the building 
until the money is in hand. When 
enough, however, is available to en- 
close the building and fit it for 
basket ball and general gymnasium 
work, the contract will be let, and 
when all of the subscriptions have 
been paid the building, including the 
swimming pool, will be completed. 
The Presbyterian Board is paying 
interest on their pledge and this is

The 
pledge itself will be paid as soon as 
enough has been collected, with it, to 
let the contract for the erecting of 
the building.

‘The Money Harvest. 

The following is taken from the 
Idaho College Bulletin. It voices the 
experience of so many of our western 
colleges in their endeavor to secure 
support necessary to serve the de- 
mands of their respective fields that 
we are led to pass it on for others 
to read. 


“The college bulletins that come to 
our office almost without exception 
present in bold type headlines ‘a great 
campaign for money now on,’ which 
must be finished by some near fixed 
date. Uusually from $100,000 to a 
million is the stake. Everybody’s 
feelings wrought up by the dire calam- 
ities that will come to school, country, 
state, nation and world in case of 
failure. Even the supposedly well en- 
dowed eastern colleges extend up- 
turned palms into this missionary ter- 
ritory and take out many times the 








amount given to Idaho’s own strug- 
gling institutions. 

“One can’t even walk through the 
doors of one of the these eastern 
schools without ever afterwards hear- 
nig the cry for ‘Baksheesh.’ Our men 
who have had work at Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Columbia, are frequently 
favored with invitations to subscribe. 
Think of President Butler’s report— 
$13,000,000 secured last year, 
$92,000,000 now on hand. 


“The College of Idaho is no excep- 
tion, our agents are out east, west, 
north, and south. The poor old faculty 
has been held up three times for the 
same objective, the student body has 
been combed and the trustees have 
learned to know ‘the running of 
Ahimaaz’.”
